Afraid of Starving. 
P a r is , June 26.—A meeting composed 
of about 6, OJI) bakers took place in this 
oity Thursday. 
Several speakers ad­ 
dressed the bakers assembled, and it 
was resolved to strike immediately. 
The bakers arc in arms against the reg­ 
istry offices and insist as the price of 
their returning to work that these of­ 
fices shall te suppressed. 
After the strike resolution had been 
unanimously adopted the bakers who 
attended the meeting formed in pro­ 
cession and with much cheering and in­ 
flammatory cries tried to march upon 
the 
labor exchange. 
The 
police, 
however, gathered in force 
across 
the intended 
line 
of 
march and 
ordered the procession to disperse. 
A free 
fight 
between the 
police 
and the bakers followed and some 
lively scenes were witnessed. 
The 
police eventually won the fight, scat­ 
tering the strikers, who fled ignomin­ 
iously through the side streets of the 
neighborhood 
after 
leaving 
their 
leaders in the hands of the victorious 
policemen, who triumphantly escorted 
the prisoners to the guard houses in 
the vicinity of the emeute. 
As if it were not putting the public 
to a sufficient degree of prospective an­ 
noyance to have the bakers striking ! 
and rioting, the .butchers of Paris have 
announced 
that 
they 
also 
have 
determined 
to 
strike 
for the 
settlem ent 
of 
several 
real 
or 
fancied 
wrongs 
from 
which they 
claim 
to 
be 
suffering. 
And 
the 
grocers have joined the bakers and the 
butchers in the 
-ike movement. The 
situation of affairs thus brought about 
it must be admitted is peculiar, inter­ 
esting aud alarming. 
Without bread, 
m eat or groceries, visitors to this city 
seem threatened to be placed in an in­ 
teresting position. 
A meeting of the council of ministers 
was held at the Elysee palace and the 
whole question of the present labor dis­ 
turbance, from all its points, was folly 
discussed. The result was that it was 
decided that in the event of the strike 
extending the master bakers, butchers, 
grocers and other suppliers of food 
m ust take measures to supply Paris, at 
least, with the quantity of bread re­ 
quired for the daily use of its inhab­ 
itants. Numerous trades met Thurs­ 
day even ing and voted money to sup­ 
port the strikers.

It la Now Said That Col. Sam W ood Was 
tho Victim of a Conspiracy to l l ardor 
Him by Friends of a Judge W hoso Im­ 
peachment He Sought. 
T o p e k a, Kau., June 26.—Reports re­ 
ceived here put an entirely new phase j 
on the kUling of Col. Sam Wood by | 
Jam es Brennan at Hugoton Tuesday. 
The friends of Col. Wood have w ritten 
that he was assassinated, and declare 
th at the reports sent out by the corre­ 
spondents were previously submitted to 
the faction to w hich the murderer be­ 
longed and approved. The most com­ 
plete details of the killing are given 
in a letter w ritten by A. N. Mackey, of 
this city, law partner of the murdered 
man. Mackey refused to give the name 
of his correspondent, as he feared he 
would be violently dealt with. 
The w riter declares th at there was a 
conspiracy among the friends of Theo­ 
dosius Botkin, judge of th at district, 
whom Wood had caused to be im­ 
peached, to kill him. While Wood was 
in the courtroom Brennan talked pleas­ 
antly with Mrs. Wood, who was w ait­ 
ing in a buggy for ber husband. As soon 
as Wood came out of the courthouse 
Brennan shot him in the shoulder. 
Wood ran and Brennan shot him in the 
back of the head. 
Still Wood did not 
fall, bat turned around, and Brennan 
shot him under the right eye. The lat­ 
ter further says: 
“Everything points to premeditation on the 
part of Brennan as he stood Sheriff Cann off, 
and surrendered only to the sheriffs of Stanton 
and Morton counties, who had bean in town all 
night, by an arrangement with somebody.’* 
When the letter was received Mr. 
Mackey visited the governor and insist­ 
ed on the attorney general being sent 
to Stevens county to prosecute the case. 
William O’Conner, the county attorney 
of Stevens, whose duty it is to prose­ 
cute the case, was an enemy of Wood, 
the 
latter 
having 
instituted 
pro­ 
ceedings 
contesting 
his 
election. 
Mackey also insisted th at a judge 
from another district be called in to 
try the case. 
It has been impossible to 
get any reliable news from Stevens 
county until now. The telegraph oper­ 
ators near the town of Hugoton refused 
to make any reports whatever, and the 
newspaper reports had to be submitted 
before they were sent out. All the 
newspapers in the state denounce the 
killing, and it will probably result in 
forcing Judge Botkin from the bench.

Observer 
Gives Some 
Interesting 
Views of the Changes Among Them. 
A colored preacher in Brooklyn, who 
w atches the movements of his race* 
holds th at there is no likelihood of any 
extensive m igration of the colored peo­ 
ple of the southern states to the north­ 
ern, says the New York Sun. 
A few 
thousand come every year to this state 
from the cities of the southern sea­ 
board; some go from Virginia and Ken­ 
tucky to the states lying north of them, 
and a considerable num ber in the Gulf 
states have been anxious to settle upon 
the lands new ly opened in Oklahoma. 
But it is doubtful w hether the annual 
m igration from all the southern states 
is as high as one hundred thousand. The 
reports received by the preacher as to 
the progress of the colored p e o p l e of 
the southern states at this tim e are en­ 
couraging. 
The m ajority of them , who 
have been born in freedom since the 
close of the w ar or were em ancipated 
in early life, have acquired habits of 
self-reliance which their enslaved an­ 
cestors did not possess, and in several 
states are as well educated as the 
w hites. 
The new census shows th a t in 
N orth Carolina the proportion of col­ 
ored children who attend school is as 
large as th a t of w hite children, and in 
V irginia it is but little less, while the 
reports from m ost of the other states 
are good. 
* 
The preacher argues from the grow th 
o f prosperity in the southern states th a t 
tim e has now fully proved th a t the 
colored people are possessed of industri­ 
ous habits, and th a t the notion preva­ 
len t in slavery tim e th a t they would 
never w ork under freedom, has been 
disproved by the experience o f a q uarter 
o f a century. 
They raised the crops of 
cotton, sugar, tobacco and cereals as 
they did before the w ar. Colored me­ 
chanics were few in num ber under 
slavery, but now there are tens o f 
thousands of colored w orkers in skilled 
industries. 
The colored preacher also speaks w ith 
pride of tho fact th a t am ong the colored 
people in the south there is now a body 
of excellent scholars, who have gradu­ 
ated from various institutions of learn­ 
ing. They exercise an elevating influ­ 
ence, and are very useful as teachers. 
Finally, the colored preacher refers 
to tho interesting fact th a t there has 
been a change in the speech of the col­ 
ored people of the south, and th a t the 
“ Sambo dialect” is going out of exist­ 
ence. 
A large 
proportion 
of them 
speak the English language as well as 
it is spoken by other people, though 
there are parts o f South Carolina and 
the Gulf states w here the plantation 
lingo still holds its ground. The change 
has been brought about by the school­ 
ing of the new generation.

But the attrac­ 
tiveness of the papaw for the cook con­ 
sists in its leaves, w hich possess the re­ 
m arkable property of rendering m eat 
tender. The toughest beefsteak or the 
most hopeless old rooster can be made 
soft and com paratively juicy by being 
w rapped for an hour or tw o in the large, 
dark green papaw leaves. 
Dr. 
M ortim er Granville, who has 
been for some tim e studying the proper­ 
ties of the juice which w orks such won­ 
ders, states th a t he has discovered in it 
a remedy for cancer, when used w ith 
some other preparations.

LEFT RUIN IN ITS PATH. 
Sioux ' ITV, la ., June ‘26.—The flood 
in the F o jd river did great damage in 
the conn ry. 
It reached here early 
Thurod y morning- and the river rose 
about 12 feet. 
One hundred and fifty 
houses in the valley are partially sub­ 
merged and the fam ilies have moved out 
tx) the hills. The large stove works, a shoe 
factory, flour m ill aud foundry in the 
suburb of the town are closed. 
There 
w as no los* of life here. 
A man in 
from Movit e, 18 m iles east of here, re­ 
ports that the w hole tow n w as sw ept 
aw ay aud only one house w as un­ 
touched. 
Further reports here place the loss at 
Sutherland by torm at STS,OOO to build­ 
ings alone. 
No estim ate can be made 
of the loss in crops through the L ittle 
Sioux and 
Floyd 
valleys. 
Seventy 
m iles of Illinois Central track w as 
subm erged by water, and the loss w ill 
reach $109,000 and take m any days to 
repair. 
It is im possible to estim ate the 
loss to the Chicago & N orthwestern. 
It w ill ba fully as great as that of the 
Central. 
No word has yet been received from 
Correctionville, on the L ittle Sioux. 
Telegraph and telephone wires 
are 
down and it is feared great dam age has 
been done there. 
The tow n is on the 
bottom s and has 1,200 population. Sim i 
lar damage w as done at W ashta and 
Otto, but reports are m eager and the 
extent is unknown. 
M apletow n and several tow ns on the 
Maple river have also suffered. 
N oth­ 
ing additional com es from Cherokee. 
The Floyd and Sioux have both nearly 
resumed their norm ii condition and no 
further 
trouble 
is 
apprehended. 
The 
dam age 
to 
crops 
is 
ines­ 
tim able. 
Every 
creek 
and 
river 
w est of Storm Lake was w ay out 
of its banks, and many farm buildings 
have been wrecked along the streams. 
N ot a country bridge remains in P ly­ 
mouth county, and the same state of 
affairs exist in Cherokee county and in 
the eastern portion of this county. 
N o 
fatalities are rep ., ted here, and the 
statem ents that there w ere any are un­ 
doubtedly idle rumors. 
The follow ing additional particulars 
of the flood at Cherokee have been re­ 
ceived. 
The wagon bridge over the 
Sioux south of the tow n w ent out about 
IO o’clock Tuesday night. 
T his w as 
follow ed by all the houses on the 
flat 
in 
that 
part 
of the town, 
num bering 
over 
IOO. 
The 
num 
ber 
of 
people 
driven 
from 
their 
hom es was betw een 1,200 and 1,500. The 
tow n presents a very sorrowful appear­ 
ance. 
Those houses that rem ain on the 
flat are alm ost burled in mud. 
People 
have already begun to clean up the 
rubbish. 
The destruction of property 
alone in Cherokee is about $200,000. 
Besides alm ost all of the stock pas­ 
tured along 
the Sioux were carried 
aw ay by the flood, only a few ani­ 
m als being saved as they cam e down 
the river. 
Afc 
S h e ld o n 
there was a c y c lo n e 
W ednesday night and several houses 
w ere b lo w n clo w n . I t w a s rumored that 
sixteen people were killed in the coun­ 
try district near Sheldon, but accurate 
facts cannot be gathered because the 
wires are down. 
The railroad bridges 
betw een this point and Letnars on the 
Illinois Central and betw een here and 
M anilla on the M ilwaukee road are 
either washed out or damaged so that 
trains cannot run. 
Several days w ill 
be required to repair the damage. 
Aurelia reports from 2 to 4 feet 
of water in the streets there. 
The cel­ 
lars are flooded and thousands of dol­ 
lars’ w orth of merchandise and house­ 
hold goods are destroyed. 
A t Storm 
Lake the m erchants were unable to get 
into their stores on account of the 
water. 
A ll passenger and freight traf­ 
fic w est of Aurelia has been abandoned. 
L e Mars, la., June 26.—The flood of 
W ednesday came down W illow creek 
from the direction of Sutherland. 
The 
opening under the Illinois Central track 
I m ile east of Le Mars would not carry 
off the water and the flood accumulate*! 
until it formed a lake and burst down 
the railroad grade. 
T hs w ater rushed 
through a break half a m ile wide and 
20 feet deep, only the tops of the tel­ 
egraph poles show ing above the cat­ 
aract. 
The track for a m ile w as sw ept away 
and le ft in a tw isted mass, strung 
along the course of the torrent.. 
Steel 
rails were bent like straws, and cattle 
and horses grazing on dry pastures 
found them selves suddenly sw ept along 
by a deep stream that would have float­ 
ed a large steamer. 
The torrent w as 
nearly a mile wide and did not sub­ 
side for over eleven hours. 
Hundreds 
of head of cattie and horses were 
caught by the flood. 
Men in boats 
worked far into the night rescuing 
stock. 
The current was very sw ift, 
m aking it difficult to navigate boats. 
Many cattle w ere drowned and their 
dead bodies are now lyin g in som e 
cases a quarter of a mile from the river. 
No lives were lost and no damage 
w as done to Le M ars, as it is situated 
on high ground back from the river. A 
hundred thousand dollars would not 
pay for the dam age done in this county 
to crops, bridges aud highw ays, to say 
notl in r of the railroad loss. 
Great damage w as done at Terril, 
Hinton, Jam es and Lcfeds. 
The valley 
of the Floyd was sw ept by the flood for 
over JO miles, spreading out in places 
a m ile and a half wide. 
The track be­ 
tw een here and Sioux City has been ; *> 
paired, but the Illinois Central be­ 
tw een here and Cherokee has lost 4 to 
6 m iles of roadbed and w ill not be in 
operation for several days. 
Chicago, June 26. — At the head­ 
quarters of the Chicago & Northwestern 
road reports have been received which 
show that the damage to tracks and 
bridges by the flood in northwestern 


watercourses which traverse the great 
section of the state. 
IN KANSAS. 
T opeka, Ran., June 26.—At 4 o'clock 
Thursday morning the heaviest rain­ 
storm oi the season set in at this place 
and it continued alm ost until noon.

E mporia, Ran., June 20.—W heat and 
corn prospects in this vicinity have 
been m aterially dam aged by Thurs­ 
day’s storm. 
The rain fell in torrents 
early in the day and co ntinued more or 
less heavy during the entire day. Many 
farmers had commenced to cut their 
wrheat and in m any instances the reapers 
now stand in a perfect swamp. 
It 
w ill take not less than ten days to dry 
enough to cut and estim ates are made 
that the w heat crop is damaged equally 
as badly if not worse. 
T opeka, Ran., J u n e20. —1The damage 
to the crops from W ednesday’s storm 
w ill be great, as the harvest is in full 
blast in eastern and southern Kansas. 
W heat already cut and lying in the 
field or carelessly shocked* w ill be al­ 
m ost entirely ruined. The fail of w ater 
is so heavy that the grouud is thor­ 
oughly saturated, and it w ill be some 
days after the sun come J out before 
work in the fields w ill be practicable.

When they adjourned they had put 
on record a platform th at has an un­ 
pleasant sound to democratic bosses. 
“ We must condemn those faithless 
democratic members of the last Wis 
consin legislature who changed their 
policy, disregarded pledges and the 
platform of their party.” 
T hat was the way it read. 
It was 
deemed better politics in the end to 
c u to u t the words “ faithless demo­ 
crats,” but the passage was still clear 
enough to need no interpretation. 


Meet Next in Milwaukee. 
Milwaukee was unanimously chosen 
as the next place of meeting 
The following officers were elected 
for the ensuing year:

Mr. Brand assured them th at he 
should give the work his continued 
and increasing attention and enthusi­ 
asm. 
The platform adopted was as fol­ 
lows: 
For Pergonal Rights. 


We, the Wisconsin 
Anti-Prohibi­ 
tion Association, in convention assem­ 
bled a t Janesville, Wisconsin, declare 
our opposition to all forms of laws in­ 
fringing upon personal rights and 
liberty. 
We regard the rights of the individ­ 
ual as one of the cardinal and dis­ 
tinctive features of a free people; and, 
believing th at it was never intended 
by the founders of our government 
th at there should be any interference 
with, or attem pt to regulate the per­ 
sonal liberty of its citizens, we oppose 
all prohibitory and sum ptuary laws, 
national or state, as un-American and 
repugnant to the spirit of our consti­ 
tution. 
We believe th at such interference 
wiih the customs, appetites, rights and 
conscience of our people, 
will 
be 
frought with the greatest danger, and 
tend to diminish the belief of the com­ 
mon people in their power to govern 
themselves; and believe 
th at such 
laws are an invasion of their constitu­ 
tional rights. 
** Prohibition A Failure.'1 
Prohibitory laws have failed to pro­ 
hibit or regulate the use of intoxi­ 
cants. 
No individual, sect, state or 
nation was ever legislated into m orali­ 
ty. 
We favor just, reasonable and 
proper regulation and license, to be 
enforced by adequate laws, and will 
use all our influence to have such laws 
strictly enforced, and have no sympa­ 
thy for those who violate them. 
We are opposed to local option, be­ 
cause its success means the downfall 
of personal liberty, and the enactm ent 
bf sum ptuary legislation of the most 
pronounced character. 
This result 
is easily demonstrable by a considera­ 
tion of past political history. 
Once 
firmly intrenched in Wisconsin, state 
prohibition will follow—as surely as 
it did in Iowa, Kansas, Dakota and 
other states. 
Local Option Ig Dangerous. 
The prohibitionists commenced very 
m oderately in these states; but the 
very moment they thought they were 
strong enough, and had power enough 
to trade w ith, and influence political 
leaders, they changed their moderate 
policy and enacted the most vicious 
prohibitory laws th at have ever yet 
been passed. 
In our state, local op 
lion is a failure; the licensed saloon 
m ay be banished, but the unlicensed 
groggeries and drug stores have taken 
th eir places, and, the most respectable 
of them, are doing more to corrupt the 
people than did the worst open saloon 
We therefore, denounce the local 
option law as unnecessary, unwise 
an invasion of individual rights, and 
demand its repeal. 
This association has every reason to 
be proud of its past achievements. W 
will take all legitim ate means and 
measures for the purpose of defeating 
modifying or repealing adverse legis* 
lation, and in this effort we have had 
the hearty co operation of many indi 
viduals, associations and newspapers 
throughout the state, and m any mem 
hers of the last legislature—to each 
and all of whom our thanks are here 
w ith extended. 
Democrats “ On the List.” 


Bu t we m ust condemn those members 
of the last Wisconsin legislature who 
changed 
their 
policy, 
disregarded 
pledges, and the platform of their 
party. 
Our association embraces members 
from the m any industries, trades and 
professions, made up from the differ­ 
en t political parties, has avoided polit­ 
ical discussion, bearing in mind th at 
th e aasociation is not a political body 
and much 
less, a patisan organiza 
tion. 
We have regardless of self-interest 
or party affiliations, zealously promot­ 
ed and protected the interests of the 
personal-liberty-loving people of our 
state. 
By no means has the tim e come 
when we can relax our vigilance, but 
quite to the contrary, we must con­ 


tinue to be watchful and make our as­ 
sociation more effective. 
WUl Remember Betrayers. 
Our opponents are clamoring for 
state and national prohibition, and un­ 
less checked, will end in the enact­ 
m ent of such laws, through the aid of 
the general government. 
The friends of personal liberty in 
this state, must, by more effective 
work and their ballots, make them ­ 
selves felt against those who are op­ 
posed to us, and those who are hypo­ 
crites, m asquerading under the guise of 
“ would-be friends.” 
All such parties 
or persons will find prompt resentm ent 
and opposition from this orgauization 
and its friends. 
We will endeavor to 
have none but liberal minded and loyal 
persons put on guard, and keep ever 
in view our motto, th at “ Eternal Vig 
Hance is the Price of Liberty.” 
There was scant comfort for Boss 
Wall in 
any part of the!] conver 
tion. 
Secretary Seligman’s report told all 
about the struggle to defeat the local 
option bill, and the understanding 
there was th at 
democrats should 
stand together. 
Said the secretary: 
Referring to the labors of our as­ 
sociation for the cause of personal 
liberty, I would say th at we have, as 
you all know, been deprived of the 
fruits of our agitation through the 
perfidy of twenty-two democratic as­ 
semblymen; for it is beyond question 
th at the fate of the Knapstein bill, 
which had for its object the repeal of 
the local option law, was solely in the 
hands of the democrats. 
Democratic Perfidy Scored. 
“ Although in 1889 all of the demo­ 
cratic members of the assembly voted 
against the (unfortunately still exist­ 
ing) local option law from principle 
and to further the interests of their 
party, we did not lose sight of the 
democratic candidates for the legisla­ 
ture, but rather sought to sound them 
as to their position and views regard­ 
ing personal liberty. 
Democrats Promised Fverythlng. 
“ The Anti-Bennett flood-tide made 
every democrat appear a friend of per­ 
sonal liberty, for the democratic can­ 
didates were virtually the only ones 
who gave us favorable answers to the 
interrogatories propounded to them. 
Again, a representative of our associa­ 
tion had at the democratic state con 
vention secured the insertion by the 
democratic party into their platform 
of a plank in which they declared 
themselves as opposed to all sumptuary 
laws. 
‘ ‘Therefore, in view of the fact th at 
the 
democracy of 
Wisconsin had 
through their platform given us re­ 
newed assurance of the trustiness of 
their members; and th at the Whole 
sale Wine and Liquor Dealers’ associa­ 
tion of Mil vaukee had complied with 
the wishes of the leaders of the dem­ 
ocratic party before the election, we 
felt justified in looking forward with 
feelings of mingled joy and hope to 
the next meeting of the legislature. 
During the session of the latter our 
old and trusted friend, Theodore Knap­ 
stein, of New London, introduced into 
the assembly a bill asuang for the re­ 
peal of the local option law. 
But a Change Came.; 
“ Suddenly, however, it appeared 
th at the democratic party, having se 
cured control of the state machine 
was no longer the same party th at it 
had always represented itself to be 
while held in subjection by its oppo 
uents. the repubiicans. 
After their victory the democrats 
threw off their m antle of 
virtue, 
broke the pledge given in their plat­

Q‘A hot air balloon shot ts right up 
like a rocket, and it will be a very 
strong wind if it sails half a mile away 
from the starting point.

You can’t tell by the wind 
which way a balloon will sail.

ceeded in selling to G. A. Ballard, of 
the town of Magnolia, Rock county, 
Wisconsin, a farm of 1,650 acres, 
lying in Shelby county, Missouri, for 
the sum of twenty-eight thousand dol­ 
lars. 
While visiting his brother, last 
winter, in Missouri, Mr. Lane made 
the acquaintance of the owner of this 
farm, James L. Vandiver. 
Mr. Van­ 
diver then placed his farm in Mr. 
Lane’s hands for sale. 
Mr. Lane at 
once advertised the farm for sale in 
the Janesville Gazette, he has sold it 
and the deal is all closed, and Mr. 
Vandiver got all he asked for it. 
Mr. 
Lane says, while he has done a large 
amount of work, draw ing papers, ex­ 
amining 
abstracts, 
and perfecting 
the Missouri m an's title to his lands, 
he still feels it was a pretty good 
thing to get as a fee five per cent on the 
amount of the sale and all his expenses 
paid to Missouri and back. 
Mr. Vandiver is a Virginian ancl 
w ent to Missouri in 1840, and has 
lived all his life in the neighborhood 
of the farm he has just sold.

Vandiver’s sympathies were all with 
the southern people during the war. 
and yet he always extended to the 
Union soldiers a cordial welcome, and 
the hospitalities of his home.

Lane says, 
that, 
although 
James L. Vandiver was w hat we 
called a rebel, he is still pne of the 
most perfect old southern gentlemen 
he ever met- 
Thirty years ago, June 
1861, while marching through Mis­ 
souri with his regim ent, the 16th 
Illinois Infantry, Mr. Lane camped on 
this farm, and Mr. Vandiver then 
owned and lived on it. 
The officers 
had their meals a t Mr. Vandiver’s 
house for several days, and the soldiers 
took a good many of the old gentle 
man’s sheep and cattle, and converted 
them 
to 
mutton-chops and beef­ 
steak. 
When the 
army 
moved 
away, 
it 
also 
took, 
under 
saddle and harness, several of his best 
horses and mules, and the old gentle 
man has never asked for, nor received 
one cent of pay for all this property 
Mr. Vandiver is now a loyal man, and 
is satisfied w ith the results of the war 
and has no complaint to make against 
the Union arm y or anybody else. But
